Au Irregular shaped hole (md h-cn 
cut in the iron floor of one of the 
cells, under a bunk, where tile iron 
was rotted out to some extent. The 
piece was partly cut loose and bent 
back, and other pieces were being 
cut away in tile same fashion. 
As 
soou as the hole could have been 
made large enough for a man to 
crawl through, the work of digging 
thiough tile dirt and cement and out 
into the runaround would not have 
been difllcult. The work was done 
with the sharp edges of a fragment 
of iron about five inches long, be­ 
lieved to have been secured from the 
jail floor. A thorough search of tile 
prisoners and 
their bedding was 
made and the iron grating carefully 
tested, but no additional discoveries 
were made. 
Prisoners are usually
